Security? 
If you don’t know, you have to 
find out on your own initiative,

The government doesn't tell you 
what your status is except on your 
own request 
The information on 
your social security account is kept 
in the central offices of the Social 
Security Administration in Balti­ 
more, Md., along with those of 80,- 
000.000 other Americans who have 
wage credits 
under 
the 
federal 
old-age and 
survivors 
insurance 
program. 
The way to get a statement of 
your wages is to secure an ad­ 
dressed post card from the Social 
Security field office in New Castle. 
These 
yellow 
cards 
are 
ad­ 
dressed to the accounting office in 
Baltimore, Md.. from which a state­ 
m ent of the wages recorded in 
your account is returned to you in 
a sealed envelope. 
Errors Made 
Although employem are obliged 
by law to give their employees re­ 
ceipts for social security tax de­ 
ductions. 
sometimes 
errors 
are 
made. The Social Security Admin­ 
istration ur^es all covered workers 
to check their accounts once a 
year. Mr. Milbouer stated. In any 
event a check should be made at 
least every four years, because er­ 
rors cannot be corrected |f te r that 
length of time, he added' 
Your 
record, 
containing 
the 
wage credits upon which future 
benefits are based, are maintained 
under your social security account 
number. That is important because 
the num ber distinguishes you from 
everyone else of the same name. 
There are 88,000 J. Johnsons in 
the files and the different account 
numbrs 
assigned 
to 
each 
keep 
their wage records correct. 
Another point emphasized by the 
local manager about Social Secur­ 
ity is that benefits are not paid 
automatically. A person retiring at 
age 65 must get in touch with the 
local office to apply for his bene­ 
fits The same applies to members 
of the family of a covered worker 
who dies Since monthly benefits 
to retired workers ^»r to survivors 
can be paid retroactively for only 
three months, it is important to 
contact without delay the Social 
Security office, 500 Frew building, 
New Castle.

cording to the report, which also 
stressed the need for development 
of facilities for long-term cases.

We crossed the Alps this after­ 
noon in the Citroen we hired in 
Paris from the American Automo- 
hih Association, after we pledged 
to that organization our lives, our 
fortunes and sacred honor.

wound up, up and up the Furka 
pass, when I felt that the AAA 
had a good chance pf collecting | 
on all three.

Alps, almost 8,000 
feet at its summit and only 100 
feet less than St 
Bernard pas-. 
But F urka is a much more difficult 
ascent, as St, Bernard pass is popu­ 
lated by large dogs with kegs of 
life-giving spirits tied under their

chins.

dog smart enough to be a barten d ­ 
er is too smart to hang around 
Furka. 
Mentally, I snapped my fingers 
at crossing the Alps.

The Assyrians of that day “ tra­ 
ditional enemies of Israel) con­ 
quered the Jewish nation. Later

world rulers arose from time lo

Caesar, 
Napoleon. 
Musso­ 
lini. Hitler, to name a very few, 
and all met the same fate as the 
warriors of old— eventual defeat 
anti ruin. 
In 
Isaiah 
1:21-28, 
Isaiah tells 
the people that Jehovah asks how 
His people rame to be so wicked 
and 
rebellious, 
and 
enumerate* 
then sins: 
"How is the faithful city be­ 
come an harlot, 
it 
w'as full 
of 
judgment righteousness lodged in 
it. but now m urderers 
“Thy prinees are rebellious, and 
companions of thieves every one 
loveth gifts, and followeth after 
rew ards they judge not the iather- 
les*. 
neither doth 
the cause of 
the widow come unto them." 
That reminds us of the present 
time, when too often our news­ 
papers print stories of corruption

Excellent Meat, 
Crop Production, 
Is State Report 


HARRISBURG. Oct. 13— (INS'— 
Excellent m eat and crop produc­ 
tion in Pennsylvania were em pha­ 
sized today in a report of the State 
A griculture Department. 
Meat production in commercial 
slaughterhouses increased to 59,- 
275.000 pounds in Auuust. the de­ 
partm ent said following a federal- 
state survey. 
The potato crop, along with other 
foods, benefitted from recent good 
w eather and farm ers may reap an 
estim ated $4,250,000 above previ­ 
ous expectations. 
For the first time this year, the 
production of meat during August 
topped production fo" the same 
m onth of 1948. an Agriculture De­ 
partm ent survey showed. In each 
preceding month fo 1949 pounds 
slaughtered were less than the cor­ 
responding month last year. 
August production was 15 per 
cent above July and seven per cent 
higher than August 1948, according 
to the survey. 
Beef and pork production show'ed 
greatest gains and veal was above 
the July out-put and. excluding 
last March, was the highest since 
Ju n e 1948.
